Although the 
United States is not yet ‘a‘ member of the 
Loaguc, the Council have, in our view, done 
well to inform’ the American “Government of 
theik injtiative, and to ask it to be represented 
at the Conf rence. We imagine that a German 
or an Austria: representative may be invited to 
report to th Confererce, t h, if we read 
the imvitatios, rightly, he would scarcely be ad- 
» jited to share in its deliberations. As a 
means of securing comprehensive information 
npon the financial’ condition of the thief 
countries’ of the world t Conference may 
sorte a useful purpose, but, should it résult 
only in the production of statistics and of a 
eerics of rare or lesg mu ae pewolutions. its Ese 
might to dain rather than to incfhasc 
e none in the League of Nations itself. 
Mwth will depend upoy the: practical 
organisation of the Conference and upon its 
composition. It ought not to serve merely as a 
rostrum for the enunciation of economic : and 
financial platitudes. It should be rather a micet- 
ing placer for practical men, who desire to\jm- 
prove the financial positions of their: respective 
countries otherwise than by seeking facilities for 
foreign eredit. We truet, therefore, that one 
apparently subordinate feature of the invitation 
will be kept steadily. in view, and be made, in a 
sense, a touch-stome of the earnestness of the 
Governments represented. This feature is the 
proposal that each Government submit to the 
Secretarr-General as soom-ae possible a report 
setting forth the measures it has taken to re- 
medy the situation.

INQUEST OPENED. 

Our Ennis Correspondent, telegraphing yestey- 
day, says :— 

At Kilmihill (West Clare) an inquest 
held yesterday evening by Mr. Thomas Lillis, 
3.P., Coroner for West Clare, on the victims of 
the shocking affray there on Sunday morning, 
which has caused a shock through the county. 
One will have to await the ful! story as un- 
folded as the inquest develops, the facts put 
forwerd this evening being advanced io justify 
the postponement, but theec details with what 
your representative has been enabled to get 
here, go to show that Head Constable Hoare, 
with hve men, went to attend Divine Service 
at Kiimihill Parish Church in the morning. It 
is customary that while one pariy of ' con- 
stables go to the Service another party accom- 
pames them as an escort, and this duty was 
performed on this occasion by Sergeant Pattick 
Carroll, who was accompanied by tables 
“etiins and Smarten. After Mass the party 
returned to the barracks, which is but some 
hundred yards from the church. When the 
party which had ben at ass had 
gone on to the barracks the others 
remained behind on the road, when 
suddenly shots rang out, and Sergeant Carroll 
was seen to fall, and Constable Collins was also 
hit. The third constable fired at the assailants. 
The people at this time were coming quietly 
from Mass, and it was found that one civilian, 
afterwards found to be Michael Breen, belonging 
to the district, bad fallen from a revolver shot 
in the face. 

INQUEST ON CIVILIAN. 

Breen was the son ef a respectable farmer 
in the locality. 

The inquest on Michae! Breen was the first 
opened. Mr. J. B. Lynch, solicitor, Ennis, ap- 
peared for the next-of-kin.

THE VALUATION DEPARTMENT. 

In our view, it is essential, that there should 
be a thoroughly equipped Valuation Depart- 
ment, whose services would be available for the 
use of the Government, and we are confirmed 
in the view of the necessity of the continuance 
of this department by the great assistance 
afforded by the. valuation staff during the war— 
(laughter)—and by the value of their services 
in connection with the estimate of land for 
public purposes, such as housing and land 
survey, as to which the Government has taken 
very large financial responsibilities.

This is the 
immediate cause of the inflation of credit. and 
in so far as inflation of prices arises from infla- 
tion of credit, it is also the cause of the in- 
flation of prices. Advances made to the 
Treasury for monies in the hands of the 
National Debt Commissioners and other Govern- 
ment. departments do not have a similar in- 


flationary effect. 
WAYS AND MEAMS ADVANCES. 


In the nt return have distinguished be- 
tween ways and means advances and Treasury 
bills, and also between ways and means ad- 
vances by the Bank of England and similar ad- 
vances by Government departasents, The re- 
sult is striking and imporiant. On March 3st. 
1919, Bank ways and means’ advances were 
£228,500.000. On January 3lst last they had 
been reduced to £34,500,000; whilst on March 
3let they had been actually wiped out alto- 
gether. I am sorry to say, as regards the ways 
and means advance and currency note isste, the 
first weeks of April have disclosed a much less 
satisfactory position. In the three weeks ended 
April 7th the number of currency notes in cir- 
culation increased by 144 millions: the Bank of 
England notes by £5,700.000. The reserve of the 
Bank of England fell by £11,760,000 io 
£23;784,000. In the first ten days of April Bank 
of England ways and means advances increased 
by 55 millions, owing to the non-renewal ‘of 
maturing Treasury bills, to the extent of 
£64.000.000. In those circumstances, I had no 
choice but to raise the Treasury bill rate, and 
the Bank rate was simultaneously raised. The 
stories of those first days of April illustrate only 
too vividly the difficulty caused by the existence 
of this enormous floating debt, and the urgent 


free io the full extent of demand. Owing to a 
variety of causes, the cost of manufacture has 
risen within the last year. Increases have 
taken place in wages and the cost of material, 
and in transport and other matters, yet the 
removal of all restrictions on supply, “coupled 
with a perfected scale of purchases, leaves a 
margin of profit which is still more than reason- 
able, and I propose now to arpropriate to the 
Exchequer a fresh share of these profits, The 
amount that I can obtain from this source “is 
insufficient under present circumstances, and on 
this occasion I must ask the consumer as well 
as the trade to contribute. With their com- 
bined help, which I am sure will be readily 
iven, I propose to increase the duty by 
Bes. 6d. per proof gallon to 72s. 6d. The price 
will be re-adjusted accordingly, the retail price 
being raised by 2$d. per gill amd 2s. per bottle. 
I estimate that the increased duty will yield 
in the current year 234 millions revenue, aud 
in a full year 244 millions. 
HE INCREASE ON BEER. 

From spirits I pass to beer. The restric- 
tions on the supply of beer were first relaxed, 
and then finally abolished. As with spirits, so 
with beer—-the cost of manufacture and dis- 
tribution in the last twelve montis has in- 
creased, esperially in the late autumn and 
winter .months, when there was a rise in the 
cost of material generally; but I am satisfied 
that the profits of the brewing trade 
also would’ permit of some further increase 
without raising the price to the consumer. But 
again such increase would be insufficient, and 
the consumer must contribute his quota. As he 
has now the advantage of better beer at the old 
price, I hope that he will contribute it wij}. 
ingly. I propose that the duty shail be raised 
by 40s. per standard barrel, which is from 
to 100s., and the price to the consumer by a 


£6,700,000 on the former and of £11,250,000 on 
the latter were due to the removal of restric- 
tions on the supplies of home consumption. 
In the case of tobacco and tea, the very largely 
increased yield reflects almost entirely increased 
consumption and increased spending, power in 
the masses of our people. The actual increase 
in the consumption of tobacco has been. unpre- 
cedented. It increased from one hundred and 
fourteen million lbs. in 1918-1912 to about one 
hundred and fiftv million Tbs. in 1919-1920, and 
although part of that may have gone to re- 
plenish traders’ stocks, the increase in the main 
is due to an astonishing growth of consump- 
tion, which may be attributed te the con- 
tinuous rise in wages, the growth of our armies, 
and the growth of smoking among women. The 
surplus of tobacco amounted to fourteen million 
pounds, and tea showed a surplus of three 
million five hundred and fifty pounds. 


INLAND REVENUE. 


The clearances for home consumption in- 
creased from three hundred ard twenty-one 
million Ibs. to over four hundred million Ibs. 
The entertainments duty yielded nearly ten 
and a half million pounds, or two and a half 
million pounds more than was anticipated. The 
receipts from Inland Revenue show a growth in 
excess of my ae estimate, except the excess 
profits duty. income tax and super-tax 
realised five million pounds above the estimate 
owing to the very high level of profits in 1918-

but, in fact, produced’ seven and a half million

CROWD DISPERSED BY BAYONET 
CHARGES. 

There was a further outbreak of rioting in 
Derry on Sunday night, originating in a colli- 
sion between Sinn Feimers in Bridge street and 
Unionists in Fountain street. Stone-throwing 
was indulged in between the rival parties, and 
though sporadic at the outset soon developed 
into a serious affray. The police, appearing on 
the scene with fixed bayonets, cieared the 
crowds off kerry quay street, The Diamond, 
Butcher street, Shipquay street, and Castle 
street. This was about ten p.m., at which time 
revolvers were frequently discharged. 

In Carlisle equare the rival crowds repeatedly 
fired on each other with revolvers, and several 
persons had narrow escapes. Matthew Deehan
